DEATH   OF  DR.  GEORGE   DITEWIG 

Dr.  George  Ditewig's  many  friends  throughout  the  country  will  be  grieved 
to  learn  of  his  sudden  death  at  Garfield  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  January  28. 
Although  he  had  been  under  treatment  for  heart  trouble  for  some  time,  his  death 
came  as  a  surprise,  as  on  the  previous  day  he  had  attended  as  usual  to  his  office 
duties  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

Doctor  Ditewig  was  born  at  Peoria,  111.,  February  11,  1863.  Prior  to  entering 
college  he  engaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising  in  Illinois.  In  the  spring  of 
1891  he  was  graduated  from  the  Chicago  Veterinary  College  with  the  degree  of 
D.  V.  S.  He  was  credited  with  the  highest  average  for  collective  studies  in  his 
class  and  was  awarded  the  prize  in  materia  medica.  Following  his  graduation 
he  entered  practice  at  Canton,  111.,  and  during  the  five  years  that  he  was  in 
practice  he  held  a  commission  as  assistant  State  veterinarian. 

On  February  10,  1897,  he  was  appointed  assistant  inspector  in  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  through  civil-service  examination  and  was  stationed  at  Na- 
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tional  Stock  Yards,  111.  His  qualifications  immediately  attracted  attention  and 
on  November  5,  1S97,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Davenport,  Iowa,  meat-inspection 
station  as  inspector  in  charge.  On  November  21,  1903,  he  Avas  assigned  to  a 
larger  station  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  on  August  1,  1906,  to  the  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.,  station  as  inspector  in  charge.  He  v^s  so  successful  in  handling  the  various 
duties  assigned  to  him  that  on  May  1,  1907,  he  was  requested  to  assume  the 
duties  of  traveling  inspector. 

In  1906  a  new  meat-inspection  law  was  passed  which  had  for  its  object  the  im- 
provement of  the  Federal  meat  inspection.  Doctor  Ditewig's  duties  as  traveling 
inspector  were  very  important  in  helping  to  carry  this  law  into  effect  and  in 
developing  the  meat-inspection  service  to  its  present  status  of  efficiency.  With 
the  growth  and  development  of  this  service  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  and  modify 
the  organization  at  headquarters,  and  Doctor  Ditewig  was  called  to  Washington, 
November  1,  1911,  to  assume  the  duties  of  assistant  chief  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Division,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Soon  after  entering  the  public  service  Doctor  Ditewig  declared  his  intention 
of  making  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  his  life  work,  and  he  did. 
He  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  intelligence,  of  fine  principle  and  worthy 
aspirations,  and  was  endowed  with  a  will  to  carry  his  determinations  into  effect. 
He  was  esteemed  and  respected  among  his  acquaintances  as  a  genial  companion 
and  was  loved  most  by  those  who  knew  him  best.  The  meat-inspection  service 
of  the  country-  has  lost  one  of  its  most  able  advocates  and  supporters,  the  bureau 
has  lost  one  of  its  most  accomplished  and  efficient  employees,  and  his  fellow 
workers  have  lost  a  loyal  and  respected  friend.     Doctor  Ditewig  left  no  family. 


DEATH   OF   DR.  WILLIAM   T.  CONWAY 

Dr.  William  T.  Conway,  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  died  at  his  home  in  that  city  January  1, 
1925,  after  a  ver}-  brief  illness,  at  the  age  of  46  years. 

Doctor  Conway  entered  the  service  of  the  bureau  as  an  assistant  veterinary 
inspector  in  1903.  His  first  years  of  service  were  at  the  stations  at  National 
Stock  Yards,  111.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.  His  later  assignments  and  advancements 
were  to  the  position  of  inspector  in  charge  at  Morristown,  Tenn.,  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  the  order  named.  Doctor  Conway 
was  a  studious  and  able  inspector  and  won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all  his 
associates  in  the  service.  The  bureau  deeph'  deplores  his  loss  and  extends  its 
sincere  sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family. 


NOTICE   REGARDING    MEAT   INSPECTION 

REPORTING  CERVICAL  ABSCESSES  OF  HOG  CARCASSES 

Greater  uniformity  in  reporting  the  diagnosis  and  disposition  of  the  heads  of 
hog  carcasses  retained  solely  on  account  of  cervical  abscess  is  desired,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  such  uniformity  inspectors  are  directed  to  report  such 
carcasses  in  groups  without  listing  the  tag  numbers.  The  groups  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  disposition  made  of  the  head  and  the  total  for  each  group 
entered  on  a  single  line  of  the  M.  I.  112-F  report.  The  following  manner  of 
making  the  entries  is  suggested  for  general  use:  "Cervic.  Abscess — Heads  Psd." 
(give  number)  and  "Cervic.  Abscess — Heads  Cond."  (give  number).  Entries 
showing  number  and  disposition  should  also  be  made  in  the  appropriate  spaces 
provided  on  the  M.  I.  112-D  report.  Inspectors  in  charge  will  please  see  that 
the  above  instructions  are  made  effective  at  their  respective  stations.

Washington,  D.  C,  January  S3,  1925. 
The  Secretary  of  i\.griculture  having  so  determined,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  Norway,  Ireland,  and 
Channel  Islands,  .\ustralia.  New  Zealand,  Japan,  Guam,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  Canada,  Mexico, 
the  islands  of  the  West  Indies,  and  the  Cook,  Fiji,  Fanning,  Washington,  Marquesas,  Samoa  (Navi- 
gators), Society,  and  Tonga  (Friendly)  groups  of  islands  in  Polynesia  proper  are  free  from  foot-and-mouth 
disease  and  rinderpest. 

This  declaration  is  made  in  accordance  with  section  2,  Regulation  11,  of  the  regulations  governing  the 
sanitary  handling  and  control  of  hides,  fleshings,  hide  cuttings,  parings,  and  glue  stock,  sheepskins,  and 
goatskins  and  parts  thereof,  hair,  wool,  and  other  animal  by-products,  hay,  straw,  forage,  or  similar  ma- 
terial offered  for  entry  into  the  United  States  (B.  A.  I.  Order  286),  and  will  supersede  Declaration  No.  1 
of  this  department  dated  October  29,  1924.
